GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of the town of Whately, qualified to vote in elections and 
Town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately on 
Monday, the fifth day of February, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles, 
to wit :— 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at 
said meeting. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year:—Town Clerk; one Selectman for three 
years; Town Treasurer; one Assessor for three years; one 
School Committee for three years; one Library Trustee 
for two years; one Library Trustee for three years; one 
Cemetery Commissioner for two years; one Cemetery Com- 
missioner for three years; Auditor; Tree Warden; Elector 
under the Will of Oliver Smith; Tax Collector and Consta- 
bles; and to vote on the question—‘Yes” or “No’—Shall 
License be granted for the sale of Certain Non-Intoxicat- 
ing Beverages in this Town?” 
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And to vote on the question, “Shall the town petition 
for the installation of an accounting system by the common- 
wealth? (This question is submitted under the provisions 
of Chapter 516, Acts of 1922.) 


ARTICLE 3. To receive the reports of the various 
town officers and committees, and act thereon. 


ARTICLE 4. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the town for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what the town will do with the 
money received from the County called the Dog Fund. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will make an appro- 
priation for the Public Library. 


ARTICLE 7%. To see if the town will raise and appro- 
. - . s . 
priate money for care of cemeteries for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow such sums of money as may be necessary, in anti- 
cipation of revenue, giving the town’s notes therefor, same 
to be paid within the current year. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will appropriate the 
sum of $150 for the support of the Franklin Trustees for 
County Aid to Agriculture, and elect a director of that 
organization, who will be the official town representative 
for said Trustees, as per Chapter 273 of the Acts of 1918. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of $200 for Gypsy and Brown Tail 
Moth work. 
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ARTICLE 11. - To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money for Street Lights, and 
authorize the Selectmen to make a one-year contract with 
the Amherst Gas Company. 


ARTICLE 12.,. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the salaries of any of the Town Officials, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 138. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $3,000—together with a like 
amount to be received from the State—under the provisions 
of Section 34, Chapter 90 of the General Laws, and of Sec- 
tion 26-29, Chapter 81 of the General Laws,—to be expended 
in extending the Improved Road from so-called Lane Hill, 
west-ward. 


To see what the town will do in regard 
to the remaining indebtedness on the East Whately School 
Building.

REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I have the honor to submit to you my fifth annual 
report of Superintendent of Schools of the town. 


It is especially pleasing to make the report this year 
as Whately has made great progress in its school accomoda- 
tions. 


The addition of two rooms to the East Whately build- 
ing has made this a most satisfactory school plant. It is 
more easily heated, has a better basement, and is more con- 
venient to operate. 


At present we have seven grades in this school and are 
using four rooms. Next year an eighth grade will have to 
be added, which will make it necessary to open the fifth 
room. The grades are large now, really larger than they 
should be for efficient work. The addition of the eighth 
grade will make the fifth room a necessity. 


The conducting of water by gravity, from the nearby 
spring to the East building has been a material improve- 
ment. This eliminates the constant use of the electric 
pump, which was very expensive and many times out of 
order. 


Some success is being made in interesting the boys and 
girls in games and sports in East Whately. This work 
should increase the pupils’ pride and pleasure in this school. 
Furthermore the spirit of fair play, decency, and self-con- 
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trol can be impressed, in properly conducted children’s 
games and sports, far better than in the class room. Cer- 
tainly, these crowning virtues need to be inculcated. 


SOOT, POPULALION 


During the last six years the school population of 
Whately shows a substantial increase.

This increase has been largely in the East part of the 
town, but with the extra school accomodation, in that 
building, there should be room for all the pupils for several 
years. 


Center 


The schools at the Center are having a prosperous 
year. At the close of the school term in June, Mr. McKen- 
zie resigned, and after a summer spent in search for a com- 
petent teacher for this vacancy, Mrs. Anna Biddle, from 
Vermont, a teacher of experience, was secured, and she is 
having splendid success. 


Soon after school opened in September, Miss Crafts 
resigned on account of ill health, and Miss Hemingway, 
who has had two years of college training, and one year 
of experience, is doing satisfactory work, 
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High School 


The Grammar and Intermediate grades have been 
reduced in numbers and may have to be combined into one 
school. This will give the primary room four grades and 
the grammar room four grades, which is an unsatisfactory 
arrangement for both schools. For a teacher to give pupils 
an adequate amount of attention with four grades, is next 
to impossible. Bright pupils will get along, but the average 
and weak pupils need more assistance from the teacher, and 
more time for repitition and drill. 


Whately pupils go to Northampton or Greenfield High 
School, and as it happens these two cities are among the 
few places which have nine grades in the elementary 
schools. For the pupils from Whately, with four or more 
grades to the teacher, to compete with pupils from Green- 
field and Northampton which have only one grade to a 
teacher anda year longer in school, is not a fair test. 
The fact that Whately has several pupils, who are doing the’ 
work creditably and in a few cases with excellent marks, 
shows well for our schools and the natural ability of our 
pupils. 


It must be definitely understood that pupils who simply 
get passing grade, must either take another year in our 
schools or go to the Smith Agricultural. Pupils must show 
enough natural ability to get a mark of eighty-five to be 
recommended to high school without an examination. 


West Whately 


The West Whately school is having a prosperous year 
under the efficient leadership of Mrs. Strippe. The trans- 
portation team, carrying the children to the West school 
and also to the Center, is a great benefit to both groups of 
children, 
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South Whately 


The South school is small and has all the grades, which 
makes it difficult to manage. Were it not for our good for- 
tune in having so enthusiastic a teacher as Mrs. Donelson, 
much difficulty might be experienced. 


Reading 


Each year we try to emphasize in the schools, and in 
the town report, the importance of reading. The great 
value of ability to get thought from the printed page easily, 
rapidly and understandingly cannot be overestimated. To 
express these thoughts in fluent and accurate English is an 
asset which ranks second in importance to reading only. 
The demand for oral reading is on the decrease, while the 
demand for rapid, silent reading, with understanding, has 
increased. There are thousands of people who silently read 
papers, magazines and books, for their entertainment, to 
one who reads aloud for expression, or pleasure. With these 
facts before us more attention should be given to correct 
instruction in silent reading. 

It must be understood that the methods used and the 
habits formed in silent reading are different from those in 
oral reading. If proper methods are used, the greater the 
speed in silent reading, the better does the reader compre- 
hend what is read. Proficient silent readers are more likely 
to be good oral readers. It is in silent reading that pupils 
acquire their geography, history and other school subjects. 


Several of the schools have been tested by standard 
silent reading tests. These tests have been given to thou- 
sands of children all over the country and a standard fixed 
for the various grades. By these tests our schools seem to 
be hardly up to the standard set. It is to be hoped that we 
may inspire greater application by giving these tests fre- 


quently.

Dear Sir:—Whately schools are on the whole holding 
their own in music. The first six grades have worked 
steadily thro the various steps of sight reading, trying to 
work into two part singing. In the seventh and eighth 
Peadess at the Center and in the highest class at East 
Whately we have done some work in music appreciation 
which has been of interest and profit to the pupils. 


They have listened to records, learning to sing parts 
of them either with some well known setting of words or 
without words; have tried to tell what kind of music, 
whether patriotic, march, waltz, church music or secular; 
have learned something of the life of the composer and 
how his mode of living has affected the general character 
of his composition. 


This study was made possible in the seventh and 
eighth grades by the loan of a victrola. I wish to express 
my appreciaotion for the kindness of the one who helped us 
out, for the class has enjoyed its use, and has profited by it 
in a number of ways. 


We have learned songs for Memorial Day and prepared 
the program which was presented at Christmas time. From 
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that, you, the people of this town, have seen what your 
schools are accomplishing in music when learned for a 
special occasion. 


We extend a hearty invitation for you to visit us and 
see the day by day work which leads up to these results.

Report of School Nurse

Dear Sir:—It is a great satisfaction to record the 
response Of parents and persons othcially concerned in 
Inceting the requirements of a campaign, immediately en- 
tered upon at the start to accomplish the correction ot cer- 
tain conditions; Underweight, adenoids and defective ton- 
siis, head lice, detective teeth, sanitation of buildings,- con- 
trol of communicable diseases and vaccination to prevent 
small-pox. Appropriate action has been taken in each and 
all ot these conditions,—it has included much instruction 
in the homes as to improved diet and personal hygiene, 
spirited co-operation with physicians and others to effect the 
prompt service needed. Ilome service has been especially 
important where children for various health disabilities had 
to be excluded from school. 


I should be failing in my obligation to give support to 
the state law, if I failed to call attention to the fact that in 
spite of the increasing prevalence of small-pox, there is in 
this town a conspicuous neglect of the vaccination of school 
children.

Report of School Physician 


Mr. A. S. Thomson, 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Dear Sir:—The schools of Whately have been gone 
through this year by myself and the school nurse, Miss 
Smith. Each pupil has been inspected, and a record of each 
one is kept on a separate card, weight, height, heart, lungs, 
throat, eyes and nose. 


The children are increasing in number each year, mak- 
ing more work to do. When any child is below normal, 
the school nurse gets in touch with the parents, and advises 
the best thing to do for the individual. 


It is a state law that each child should be vaccinated 
before coming to school. This seems to be our greatest 
difficulty in getting parents’ co-operation. ‘This is very 
important, and if parents could realize what the danger 
would be eventually if we discontinued vaccination, we 
would get much better results in our efforts. The teachers 
co-operate all they can, and it is pleasing to see this.
